THE TARIFF BILL. 


Indications Point to Another Bit- 


ter Fight. 


WABHIXGTON, November 10. — It is dif 


ficult to predict the effect the receu 
elections will have on the tariff bill now 
being formulated by the Democratic 
majority of the ways and means com- 
mittee. 


Chairman Wilson declares the passage 


of the very measure now under consid- 
eration to be the only thing needful to 
restore public confidence and replace 
the Democratic party on the pedestal o:

Several -months 
jo tho police force learned that a sneak 
lief was making depredations upon ccl- 
urs and pantries and oven on outlying 
rocory stores, and carrying off canned 
roods and such eatables as were not pcr- 
shable. 


There were certain peculiarities about 
ie robberies tliat led tho police to be- 
ovo that they were all done by the same 
iurKont but there was no clew that they 
ould follow to catch tho thief. After 
missing a goodly quantity of food on 
Inch to start to housekeeping tho thief 
>cgan on fuel, and wliolo cartloads were 
carried away, each cnso showing tho ovi- 
ences of tho food thief. When a full 
upply of coal waa taken, the thief turned 
3 attention to furniture nnd carried 
f articles of all kinds, from light chairs 
o a heavy bedstead with mattresses. An 
intire bedroom sot was taken from a 
muse and no trace left.

as absent for a night, and on their ro- 
urn they fonnd their room despoiled. 
Having furnished his bedroom nnd 


mrlors, the depredator set about getting 
a kitchen in order, and first an ico 
icst was taken from a house in Ar- 
ourdnlo, and then A cooking stove and 
itchon table from a honeo in Hosedalo. 
y this timo tho police were fully alive 
o the fact that tho stealing waa going 
n right under their noses, and they be- 
an to talk about the queer thief. This 
ttcntion seems to have flattered tho 
hlof, for he signalized his presence next 
>y carrying off a largo basebnrner stove 
rora a parlor in Kansas City, Kan., 
hile the family were spending the even- 
ng with a neighbor. Thte occurred last 
eek, and since then it appears that tho 
an has his furniture, food and fuel for 
10 winter, for the depredations have 


ceased. 


Another pliaso, however, seems to 
ave broken out, nnd it la evident that a 
member of tho thief's family has sick- 
ncd and died. A few days ago a drng 
oro was broken into and mediciuo 
aken, and hist night the climax was 
eachcd when ttio tliiof went to the com- 
cry ont on tho Qnimlaro boulevard and 
irricd off a fine tombstone. There is a 
nlcnt hore- that shows tho development 
' a system tliat would beat a bank, and 
10 police ftro very anxious to make tha 
cqnaintanco of the thief.— Cor, St.

SECRETARY GRESHAM'3 LETTER 


He Says tlie Queen Was Wi'oiijrfullj 


' 
Deposed and Should Be Be- 


euthroiied. 


ter of Secretary Gresham to the Presi 
dent, dated October 18th, concerning 
Hawaiian affairs has been given out fo 
publication. In it he takes tho grount 
that the marines landed by the Uiiitet 
States steamer Boston at the time of the 
revolution were not landed to protec 
American life and property, but to aid 
n overthrowing the existing govern 
rncnt. "Their very presence," be says 
"implies coercive measures against it 
The provisional government was cstab 
lished by tho action of the Amcricai 
minister and the presence of the troops 
anded from the Boston and its contin- 
ued existence is duo to the belief by the 
Hawaiians that in an effort to overthrow 
it they would encounter armed forces o 
the United Stales." 


Secretary Gresham thinks the great 


wrong accomplished should be undone 
by restoring the legitimate government, 
as nothing short of that will satisfy tin, 
demands of justice. 


In His communication to the presi- 


dent, Secretary Gresham says the argu- 
ments presented are taken from facts 
furnished by Commissioner Blount. The 
secretary reviews the causes leading to 
ihe revolution last January, and the 
iianncr in which it was conducted. 
"The Queen was told (hat the provis- 
ional government was supported by tho 
American minister, and would bo main- 
Uiined by the military force of the 
United States; that sho could not en- 
gage with hope of success in war with 
;he United States, and that resistance 
would lead to a needless sacrifice of life. 
The Queen thereupon announced thai 
mo would yield to the euporior forco ol 
,ho United States, and gave up licr au- 
thority until fliich time as the covern- 
ncnt of the United States shall, upon 
'acts being presented, undo the action 
)f it's repreecntatalivo and reinstate 
icr. It was not claimed on the 17th ol 
January, or until some time thereafter, 
.hut tho Queen surrendered otherwise 
than as stated in her protest. 


"Claims made by Minister Stevens 


and the commissioners Bent to Washing-, 
ton by the proviaiomil government that 
American troops were not landed until 
the government and its potential ma- 
chinery, barracks, police stations, etc., 
were in possession of tlio revolutionists, 
are utterly at variance with tho evidence 
contained in Blount's reports. The pro- 
visional government 
was recognized 


when it had little other than a paper ex- 
slcnce and when tlio legitimate govern- 
ment was in full control of the palace, 
barracks and police stations, Mr. Stev- 
ens' well know hostility and forco 
landed from the Boston was all that ex* 
cited apprehension in tho mind of the 
luccn. Tho troops wore landed not to 
jrolcct American life niul properly, but 
o aid in overthrowing tho government. 
"I understood Sir. Stevens promised 


he anncxationists that as soon as they 
obtain possession of tho Kovernmmit 
milding nnd read tho proi-lamgtion ho 
vould support them, and ho kept that 
)rpmise. This assurance was an inspir- 
ation to tho provisional government, 
and without it the annoxationists would 
not have exposed themselves to tho con- 
equences of failure. Tho majority of 
rotors in Hawaii never favored iinnexu- 
ion, Air. lilount states he diil not meet 
a single annoxatlonist willing to submit 
he question to a vote of the people. 
"The government of Hawaii," he 


ays, "surrendered it's threat of war mi- 
ll such a time only as the United States 
hould reinstate tho constitutional BOV- 
roinn, and a provisional government 
vnfi created, to exist until the terms of 
i union with the United States could 
have bppn ngriMvl upon." 


The treaty of annexation withdrawn 


front the senate should not, ho argues, 
be submitted again. "Should not the 
great wrong," ho says, -"done to a 
feeble but independent state by an 
abuse of authority by the United Stnles 
be undone by restoring the legitimate 
government? 
Gun the United States 


consistently insist that other nations 
shall respect tho independence of Ha- 
waii while not respecting it themselves? 
Our government was first to recogni/o 
the independence of the islands, and it 
s lould be tlio last to acquire sovereignty 
over them by force and fraud,"

A Ixiutl Telephone. 


An English paper describes a telephone 


which will talk loud enough for a person 
n any part of a largo room to hear and 
indorstand. Mr. Uruluiin, tho inventor, 
las succeeded not so much by an Iin- 
)rovoiant on tho existing telephones as 
jy his method of arranging tho circuit 
and bringing ita resistance ns lowna 
[losslblo. To thla ond the usual induc- 
tion coil is discarded, and tlio two instru- 
ments, transmitter and receiver, are di- 
rectly connected in circuit with tho lino 
and tlio battery. Tlio transmitter atono 
end of tho lino IB connected to the re- 
ceiver nt tho oilier ond, and two separate 
incs uro employed having a common ro- 
urn wire. Two cor rcspon dents can thus 
alk quito fr«ly with each other, and as 
ho receivers speak ont BO ns to bo heard 
u any part of a room conversation can 
jo carried on by each person simply 
peaking to liis transmitter. 
Tho apparatus Is attached to flexible 
onductors and is hold iu tlio hand. To 
open a conversation it is sufficient to 
licit up tho portable transmitter and 
ircss a button in its casing, so as to cs- 
ablish tho circuit. Tho receiver at tho 
ithor end acts as ita own call bell by Iho 
oudnoss of ita voice, and tho response 
omcs equally prompt and loud. Tho 
isor has therefore no need to listen caro- 
'ully with ono or iwo receivers held up 
o his head. All ho liaq to do fs to speak 
nLo his transmitter and keep uia cars 
pen.

It is hoped in this way to keep 
the expenses of the farm at a in.miim.n.. 


Tho society expects to havo from 150 


to 200 boys there wheii everything gets 
into running order. 


In tho 40 yeara of its existence tho 


Children's Aid society lias found homes 
on farms for 75,000 homeless boys and 
girls. It has long desired such a place 
as that provided by Mrs. White, where 
it could give the older boys some prelim- 
iuary training before sending thorn into 
the homes of the farmers.—New York 
Herald.

HOW FLOUR 13 MANUFMJTURED. 


• J» 
Tito Various rrouvMXoH Through Which 


Wheut riuftoB In the Mill. 


Tho noises on tho inside of tho mill 


are deafening. Ono who has never beou 
Iu u flouring xiill of Iho largest eizo can- 
not realizo wlmt n peculiar lot of uolsea 
arc made by tho machinery. As BOOH 
ns tho wheat enters tho machine- from 
tho long spout which brings it down 
from tlio upper floor it falls between two 
rollers of iron—"chilled" iron they call 
it, and very hard iron it is too. Ono of 
thcso rollers revolves rapidly, tho other 
more slowly, in order that tho separa- 
tion of tho coat, or bran, from tho ker- 
nel may bo more easily accomplished. 
Tlio wheat tlrst passes between rollers 
separated just enough to allow tho coat 
to bo crushed. It is then carried away 
to the top of tho mill again, to a room 
where tho sun vainly tries to shine in 
through tho flour coated windows far 
above tho city's roofs. It next passes 
over a wiro siovo which separates tho 
bran from tho kernel proper. 


This bran, which contains much of the 


flour material, again passes down and is 
ground onco more, this process being re- 
peated four times, making fivo grind- 
ings, each ono finer than tho ono preced- 
ing it. Each tiuio tho fibrous or bran 
portions aro more completely separated, 
and at last tho bran comes out a clear, 
brownish husk with every particle of 
flour removed.

A Stuto For Tndlitiu. 


Tho recent mad rush into tho Indian 


territory, by which 0,000,000 of acres 
wcro In a day covered by a motley crow 
of settlors, land speculators and adven- 
turers, is but part of ft plan which con- 
templates still greater changes in that 
region. Tlio sixteenth ecctioti of the In- 
dian appropriation bill, approved at the 
close of last session, provides that tho 
president shall appoint three commission- 
era to negotiate with the fivo civilized 
tribes of tho Indian Territory for tho ex- 
tinguishment of Indian or tribal titlo 
and to tako the necessary stops for its 
erection into "a stato of states." Each 
of thcso commissioners is to havo a sal- 
ury of $5,000 a year and "their reason- 
able and proper expenses" nnd shall 
linve a secretary, stenographer and in- 
terpreters. Fifty thousand dollars wero 
provided for tho expenditures of this 
commission. Tho agreements they may 
tnako aro lo bo submitted lo congress for 
its ratification.— Washington Special, 


Acnto Vision of IJlrtl^. 


Bird's havo very acute vision—perhaps 


tho most acute of any creature—and the 
sense is almost moro widely diffused over 
tho retina than is the caco with man; 
consequently a bird can see objects side- 
ways as well as in front of it. A bird 
sees—showing great uneasiness in conse- 
quence—a. hawk long before it is visible 
to man. So, too, fowls and pigeons find 
minute scraps of food, distinguishing 
them from what appear to us exactly 
similar pieces of earth or gravel. Young 
chickens aro also iiblo to Hud their own 
food, knowing its position mid how dis- 
tant it is as soon us they arc hatched, 
whereas a child only very gradually 
learns cither lo BOO or to understand tho 
distance of an object. Several birds— 
apparently Iho young of all those that 
nest on tho ground—can see quite well 
directly they como out of Iho shell, but 
tho young of birds that nest in trees or 
oil rocks aro born blind and havo to be 
fed.—Chambers' Journal.

Again, in after years, water has 
washed and eaten away tho sandatoms 
until a canyon 40 feet in width has been 
formed, the ilintliko substances of the 
igalized wood having resisted tho erosion 
jf the wiilerflow.—Yankee Blade. 


breaking it passes to a big eis sided re; 
volving reel covered with n fine wire 
nottiug or sieve. Through this reel the 
finer portions of tho kernels pass, com- 
ing out in -\vhat are called "middlings,1 
a granulated mass which goes back to 
the rollers for another crushing. This 
process is repeated through five reels, all 
but tlio first being of silk. Tlio last one 
has 120 threads to tho lineal inch. Tho 
flour which comes out of tho fifth reel, 
while white in lino, is yet not of the fin- 
est or "patent" grade, but is classed as 
"bakcrV or second grade flonr. 


The middlings above referred to are 


purified by an interesting process. They 
aro passed over a fine wire (sieve, through 
tlio upper part of which a strong cur- 
rent of air is passed. This holds in sus- 
pense tho tiny portions of fibrous matter 
which may havo been in tho flour, and 
at last, after this process of middlings 
purifying lias been very carefully car- 
ried out, the Hour appears a spotless, 
snowy white—tho "patent" flour, as it is 
called. In tho process of grinding in this 
gradual and repeated way, tho germ of 
the wheat, a tiny particle abont the sizo 
of a mustard seed, is separated from the 
wliito flour. It is what ono might call 
tho life part of the wheat. 
If it wore 


ground up, it would not leave tho patent 
flour so whito and powdery, eo it is sep- 
arated in ono of the meyhigs and passes 
into tho darker or lower'grado flour. It 
contains, however, tho bust aud most 
nutritious part of tlio wheat. 


The last thing that happens to tho pul- 


verized kernel before it ia ready for 
market is the filling of barrels or sacks. 
Down many stories through a smooth 
tube comes the wliito or "patent" flour. 
Under tho tube is tho barrel or tho sack, 
as tho caso may ho, aud, as it begins to 
fill, a steel augur just tho sizo of tho bar- 
rel bores down into tho flour, packing It 
carefully and solidly beneath tho broad 
blades.—St. Nicholas.
